Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  of  Sanitary 
Work  and  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1894. 

During  the  year  791  deaths  occurred  and  1624 
births  were  registered. 

The  death  rate  was  18.63  Per  thousand  of 
population,  against  20.56,  the  average  death  rate 
for  the  previous  fourteen  years. 

The  birth  rate  was  38.26  per  thousand  of 
population,  against  40.96,  the  average  of  the  previous 
fourteen  years. 

The  death  rate  is  48.74  per  cent,  of  the  birth 
rate,  against  51.02,  the  average  of  the  previous 
fourteen  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  five  years  of  age 
was  426,  being  52.38  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths, 
against  52.37,  the  average  of  the  previous  fourteen 
years. 
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The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  to  1000 
births  was  174,  against  162,  the  average  for  the 
previous  thirteen  years. 

19  deaths  were  of  persons  over  80  years  of  age  ; 
8 males,  with  an  average  of  82.5  years,  and  11 
females,  with  an  average  of  83  years. 

195  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  quarter,  183  in 
the  second,  185  in  the  third  and  228  in  the  fourth. 

Of  the  41  deaths  at  Easington,  19  were  at  the 
Workhouse ; 2 middle-aged  persons  from  phthisis. 
All  the  rest  were  aged  persons,  of  diseases  incident 
to  their  condition. 


The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases 
were  2.09  per  1000  of  population,  against  2.48,  the 
average  for  the  previous  thirteen  years.  They  were:

Smallpox. — Although  this  disease  has  existed 
in  the  County  during  the  year,  and  in  our  neigh- 
bourhood, we  have  fortunately  not  had  a case  in  the 
district. 

Measles. — -From  November,  1893,  the  district 
was  free  from  this  disease  until  February,  1894,  when 
it  appeared  at  Seaham,  lasting  till  May.  In  April 
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it  appeared  at  Haswell,  and  though  there  were  only 
80  cases,  it  lasted  until  August.  It  then  spread  to 
Shotton  and  Murton,  where  there  were  50  cases  in 
June;  after  that  at  Wingate  and  Hesleden.  This 
disease  used  to  appear  as  a severe  epidemic  every 
second  year ; it  now  seems  to  appear  every  year, 
but  with  much  less  severity. 

Whooping  Cough. — This  has  been  reported 
throughout  the  district  generally,  but  only  to  a 
slight  extent,  and  never  in  epidemic  form.  Mild 
cases  of  bronchitis  are  often  classed  under  this. 

Scarlatina. — The  incidence  of  this  disease  in 
the  whole  district  in  1893  was  very  severe.  This 
was  continued  into  the  past  year  in  the  first  quarter 
most  markedly  at  Seaham  ; in  the  second  quarter  it 
was  so  slight  that  I thought  it  had  disappeared ; but 
it  rose  again  in  the  third,  and  was  most  extensive 
during  the  fourth  quarter.  During  the  whole  of  the 
year  it  has  never  been  extinct,  and  has  attacked 
every  village  in  the  district  with  the  exception  of 
Easington.  There,  I received  information  that  some 
cases  existed,  and  that  an  effort  was  being  made  to 
prevent  their  notification,  but  on  careful  enquiry  I 
found  there  was  none.  On  several  occasions  there 
was  clear  evidence  of  cases  having  been  imported 
directly  into  the  district,  at  Burdon  from  Houghton, 
and  at  Hesleden  from  Auckland : but,  generally,  it 
is  clear  the  whole  was  one  continued  epidemic, 
contagion  being  greatest  in  the  cold  weather,  when 
children  mixed  in  closed  rooms,  and  least  when  they 
enjoyed  the  sun  and  fresh  air.  Not  only  were  the 
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cases  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  they  were 
less  severe,  as  the  death  rate  was  barely  4 per  cent. 

Diphtheria. — A case  of  this  disease  appeared 
at  Hawthorn  in  July.  It  was  directly  imported  from 
outside  the  district.  The  patient,  a boy,  died,  and 
although  the  body  was  buried  next  day,  another 
inmate  took  it.  Disinfection  was  efficiently  done  : 
isolation  was  easy,  as  the  house  was  a solitary 
cottage,  and  no  further  case  occurred.  Another  case 
appeared  at  Kelloe,  which  was  directly  imported  from 
Felling.  Besides  these  three  undoubted  cases,  29 
others  were  reported.  In  one  case  desquamation  a 
fortnight  after  clearly  showed  that  it  was  a case  of 
scarlet  fever.  In  another  it  was  notified  as  a sequela 
of  scarlet  fever  one  week  afterwards.  On  8th  Novem- 
ber, I reported  to  you  that  18  cases  had  been 
reported  in  one  part  of  the  district  in  less  than  a 
month.  At  that  time  the  weather  had  suddenly 
become  very  severe,  and  genuine  quinsy  was  very 
abundant,  but  in  no  case  fatal. 

Diagnosis  of  diphtheria  is  very  difficult,  as  is 
well  known,  and  can  sometimes  be  made  certain  only 
by  the  discovery  of  the  bacillus  diphtheria.  Recog- 
nising this,  the  Local  Government  Board  has  offered 
to  make  cultures  for  that  purpose  from  any  suspicious 
case.  By  courtesy,  I was  able  to  see  myself  most 
of  the  cases,  but  I never  found  anything  else  than  a 
clean  surface,  and  up  to  the  present  I have  not  been 
able  to  take  advantage  of  that  offer. 

Membranous  Croup. — 10  cases  of  this  were 
notified — a large  number.  Some  were  undoubtedly 
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genuine  and  fatal,  others  were  so  associated  with 
scarlatina  as  to  lead  to  the  suspicion  that  they  ought 
to  have  been  classed  under  that  head. 

Typhus  Fever. — No  case  of  this  disease  has 
occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Enteric  Fever. — The  year  began  with  the 
district  suffering  the  end  of  an  unusually  severe 
epidemic  in  the  latter  part  of  1893.  This  year  it 
appeared  in  every  locality  except  Easington.  There 
were  10 1 cases,  with  a case  mortality  of  23  percent. 
The  incidence  per  1000  of  population  varied  from 
0.7  to  3.5.  There  were  43  cases  in  the  first  quarter, 
22  in  the  second,  18  in  the  third,  18  in  the  fourth. 

On  enquiry  into  the  origin  and  continuance  of 
this  fever,  the  first  thing  to  be  considered  is  the 
drinking  water.  At  Hawthorn,  where  two  indepen- 
dent cases  occurred,  the  whole  village  was  supplied 
by  one  well,  and  this  I found,  by  qualitative  analysis, 
to  be  unfit  for  use.  Application  was  then  made  to 
the  Petty  Sessions  to  have  it  thoroughly  analysed  by 
the  County  Analyst,  when  he  bore  out  that  opinion. 

In  the  colliery  villages  where  most  cases  were, 
the  water  supply  is  from  the  limestone,  and  so  free 
from  organic  impurity  as  to  be  free  from  suspicion. 
Some  people,  however,  are  in  the  habit  of  using 
spring  water,  as  it  is  more  sparkling.  This  is  from 
the  surface,  and  invariably  impure.  I have  on 
previous  occasions  found  this  to  be  the  origin  of 
cases,  and  I have  no  doubt  this  is  responsible  for 
some  of  it.  This  is  difficult  to  prove  with  certainty, 
as  the  source  is  not  admitted  when  it  is  forbidden.

In  no  instance  was  there  any  evidence  of  a 
contaminated  milk  supply. 

The  chief  source  of  origin  is  by  infection  from 
cases  existing,  by  disregarding  the  rules  given  for 
the  efficient  disinfection  of  typhoid  stools.  First , in 
the  house,  by  leaving  stained  linen  lying  about  until 
the  washing  day,  or  neglecting  to  remove  the  stools 
immediately.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the 
cases  were  most  numerous  in  the  cold  weather  when 
all  openings  were  closed,  and  fewest  in  the  warm 
weather  when  doors  and  windows  were  open,  and  the 
offensiveness  of  the  discharges,  increased  by  the  heat, 
hastened  their  removal.  Second , by  emptying  those 
stools  into  the  ordinary  ashpit,  when  between  the 
times  of  cleansing  there  is  ample  time  to  develope 
the  infection.  If  the  ashpit  is  not  cleaned  out  with 
sufficient  frequency  or  care,  this  condition  is  intensi- 
fied. Though  neither  fault  exists,  the  germs  may 
get  into  the  air,  and  find  their  way  into  pails  of  water 
originally  pure,  or  into  food  in  the  house.  This 
would  be  most  liable  to  occur  in  winter ; less  so  in 
summer,  when  the  germs  are  exposed  to  the  sun’s 
sterilising  influence. 

1 he  existence  of  enteric  fever  is  clear  evidence 
of  the  existence  of  a sanitary  defect. 

If  a supply  of  pure  water  can  be  guaranteed, 
and  people  in  charge  of  a patient  can  understand 
the  necessity  for  cleanliness  and  instant  disinfection, 
and  carry  that  process  out  efficiently,  enteric  fever 
would,  in  rural  districts  at  least,  soon  be  a thine  of 
the  past. 
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With  the  unusual  prevalence  of  the  disease  in 
1893,  the  origin  of  most  of  the  cases  of  1894  is  not 
far  to  seek.  A few  instances  of  importation  from 
outside,  as  at  Shotton,  Thornley  and  Wheatley  Hill, 
very  slightly  affect  the  total  number.  The  very 
considerable  increase  of  ashpit  and  privy  accommo- 
dation throughout  the  district  generally  in  recent 
years  is  a necessary  and  desirable  increase  of  comfort. 
But  this  entails  an  increase  of  careful  work  in 
cleansing,  which  if  not  observed  will  result  in  an 
increase  of  danger.  Only  one  case  was  received 
into  the  Infectious  Hospital. 

Continued  Fever. — This  disease  existed 
throughout  the  district  generally.  The  case  mor- 
tality was  low — 5 per  cent.  The  greatest  incidence 
was  at  Castle  Eden  Colliery,  where  the  water  supply, 
though  good  enough  in  quality,  was  insufficient  in 
quantity.  The  incidence  was  high  in  the  third 
quarter,  during  the  time  of  greatest  heat.  I noticed 
that  they  were  commoner  in  dirty  than  clean  houses, 
which  shows  that  many  of  them  were  verging  on 
original  cases  of  enteric  fever.  With  greater 
vigilance  with  regard  to  scavanging  and  personal 
cleanliness  many  of  these  ought  also  to  disappear. 

Diarrhcea. — This  affection  was  much  less 
prevalent  than  usual.  The  deaths  were  2.65  per 
cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  against  4.29,  the  average 
of  the  previous  eleven  years.  The  cases  were,  as 
usual,  most  numerous  in  the  third  quarter,  and  were 
equally  distributed  throughout  the  whole  district. 

Puerperal  Fever. — There  were  six  deaths 
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from  this.  54  per  cent,  of  cases  notified,  less  than 
the  previous  year,  but  still  above  the  average.  One 
case  was  clearly  traced  to  non-removal  of  soiled 
linen.  There  were  seven  cases  at  Seaham,  and  some 
of  these  were  clearly  dependent  on  each  other.  In 
one  house  where  a case  occurred  there  had  been 
enteric  and  continued  fever,  scarlet  fever  and  measles  • 
within  two  months.  Certainly  one,  probably  two 
subsequent  cases  were  the  result  of  freely  mixing  up 
with  that  house. 

The  death  rate  from  phthisis  was  1.24  per 
thousand  of  population  and  from  respiratory  diseases 
3.20.  Taking  the  incidence  of  phthisis  over  a period 
of  fourteen  years,  the  first  and  last  years  are  about 
the  average.  The  highest  death  rate  is  at  Haswell, 
which  is  the  most  elevated  locality  in  the  district;  and 
the  lowest  (half  that  of  Haswell)  is  at  Wingate,  the 
most  sheltered  locality.  Taking  respiratory  diseases 
for  the  same  period,  Wingate  comes  out  highest 
In  the  absence  of  meteorological  observations  at 
the  separate  localities,  I cannot  offer  any  practical 
suggestion  in  the  meantime. 

For  the  prevention  of  disease,  the  Notification 
of  Infectious  Diseases  Act  is  in  force,  and  has  been 
of  great  service  in  discovering  conditions  which, 
without  it,  should  have  remained  hidden.  Disin- 
fectants have  been  distributed  gratuitously  with 
instructions  for  their  use.  When  practicable,  disin- 
fection of  rooms  has  been  performed  by  your  Inspector 
and  when  deemed  advisable  bedding  has  been  burned 
and  compensation  made.  The  regular  cleansing  of 
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ashpits  and  privies  has  engaged  much  of  the 
attention  of  your  Inspector,  but  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement.  The  greatest  difficulty  is  experienced 
in  the  case  of  cottages  belonging  to  individual 
owners,  who  though  willing  to  pay  are  unable  to 
secure  the  necessary  regularity  in  that  work.  The 
Infectious  Hospital  has  been  kept  in  readiness,  but 
only  one  person  could  be  got  into  it  during  the  year. 
The  question  of  enlarging  the  accommodation  has 
remained  in  abeyance  since  my  last  report. 

Sanitary  Work  Executed. — Ender  the  advice 
of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself,  the  following 
work  has  been  done  during  the  year : — 

Thornley. — 300  yards  of  open  channeling 
have  been  constructed,  alongside  the  footpath  in 
front  of  the  houses.  At  the  end  of  each  row  this 
enters  the  main  sewer  by  a grating.  200  yards  of 
6-inch  pipes  have  been  laid  to  collect  the  sewage 
from  these  open  channels,  and  700  yards  of  9-inch 
sewers  for  the  whole  sewage  in  this  part  of  the  village. 
At  the  end  of  this,  a settling  tank  of  four  compart- 
ments has  been  constructed  to  purify  the  sewage 
befort  it  enters  the  watercourse. 

Shotton  Colliery. — 200  yards  of  9-inch  sewers 
have  been  constructed  to  convey  the  contents  of  open 
channels  to  the  settling  tanks  already  existing. 

Wingate. — 200  yards  of  9-inch  sewers  have 
been  laid  to  drain  back  yards  and  property  in  the 
front  street. 

Station  Town. — 150  yards  of  9-inch  sewers  have 
been  laid  to  drain  back  yards  of  new  property  into 
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the  main  sewers.  These  sinks  are  all  trapped ; a 
great  many  untrapped  sinks  have  been  replaced  by 
trapped  sinks. 

South  Hetton.— An  additional  ioo  yards  of  9- 
mch  sewers  have  been  constructed  to  convey  sewage 
from  open  channels  to  settling  tanks. 

At  South  Wingate  all  the  old  sinks  on  the  main 
sewer  have  been  removed  and  suitable  trapped  ones 
substituted. 

Shotton  Village. — This  village  was  without  any 
propei  system  of  drainage.  I he  work  is  now  going 
on  of  laying  down  300  yards  of  9-inch  pipes  to  be 
connected  by  a branch  with  a trapped  sink  in  the 
yard  of  each  house.  Then  500  yards  of  10-inch 
main  sewers  to  remove  the  whole  clear  of  the  village. 
Settling  tanks  will  also  be  constructed  with  this 
scheme. 

Ashpit  and  Privy  Accommodation. — This  work 
keeps  progressing,  though  difficulty  is  sometimes 
experienced  where  the  ground  is  not  sufficient  to 
permit  their  erection  in  conformity  with  the  bye-laws. 

At  South  Hetton  the  eight  rows  were  provided 
with  these  structures  by  pulling  down  26  houses ; 
22  other  houses  were  also  provided. 

At  Murton  40  workmen’s  houses  were  provided,  for 
part  of  which  two  houses  were  pulled  down.  At  Thornley 
300  workmen’s  cottages  have  been  provided ; Wheatley 
Hill,  290  houses  ; Shotton  Colliery,  200  houses  ; Wingate 
Lane,  20  houses;  South  Wingate,  10  houses.  At  these 
two  last  places  more  are  still  required. 

At  Wingate  36  of  the  old  cottages  have  had  their 
walls  raised,  been  re-roofed  and  spouted,  and  considerably 


improved.  At  South  Hetton  22  old  cottages  have  under- 
gone a similar  improvement.  At  South  Wingate  50  old 
cottages  have  been  re-spouted,  and  by  general  repairs 
improved  considerably;  but  a little  more  is  still  required. 
At  Wheatley  Hill  most  of  the  cottages  have  been  empty 
since  the  colliery  stopped  ten  years  ago.  These  are  now 
being  occupied,  and  many  are  damp.  This  can  only  be 
remedied  as  they  are  occupied. 

New  Property. — 10  houses  have  been  built  at 
Wingate,  10  at  Station  Town,  22  at  Trimdon  and  4 at 
Murton.  These  were  all  built  from  plans  approved  by 
the  Authority,  and  in  conformity  with  the  bye-laws.  No 
new  house  can  now  be  occupied  until  it  is  provided  with 
water. 

Water  Supply. — The  scheme  mentioned  in  my  last 
report  for  the  supply  of  Easington  was  the  subject  of  a 
Local  Government  Board  inquiry,  which  was  successful. 
Tenders  are  now  being  received  for  the  work. 

At  Castle  Eden  Colliery  the  water  is  still  being 
supplied  by  water  carts.  Every  available  well  was 
utilised,  and  borings  were  made  to  the  depth  of  36  feet, 
but  without  success.  It  is  now  proposed  to  take  a supply 
by  pipes  from  Hutton  Henry  Colliery,  where  the  quality 
is  good  and  the  quantity  abundant.  The  whole  of  Station 
Lane,  Wingate,  is  without  any  supply,  except  a few 
suspicious  shallow  wells.  It  is  proposed  to  supply  this 
place  also  by  a special  service  from  the  previous  source. 

Wingate  Lane  is  dependent  for  its  supply  on  wells 
at  a distance.  It  is  proposed  to  bring  a supply  close  to 
the  houses  by  a main  from  Thornley,  one  mile  distant. 

These  three  schemes  are  in  the  hands  of  a Special 
Water  Committee,  and  an  engineer  has  the  work  in  hand 
of  making  the  necessary  surveys  and  specifications. 

On  December  5th,  by  a special  report,  I drew  your 
attention  to  the  Hawthorn  supply,  which  was  from  a 
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single  well,  and  of  a quality  unlit  for  use.  A fresh  source 
for  this  village  will  require  your  consideration.  In  Castle 
Eden  there  are  about  80  houses  built  within  recent  years 
which  are  practically  without  any  supply.  These  houses 
are  separated  by  the  roadway  from  Wingate,  from 
where  the  water  is  at  present  carried,  at  considerable 
inconvenience. 

Insanitary  Property. — About  80  notices  have 
been  served  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act.  30  of  these  have  been  proceeded  against  and  closed 
by  magistrates’  order.  The  others  have  been  adjourned 
or  continued  when  the  owners  proceeded  to  put  them 
into  habitable  condition.  There  are  still  many  houses  in 
the  district  that  are  not  in  a satisfactory  sanitary  con- 
dition. The  intimation  that  it  is  being  noticed  is  often 
followed  by  an  improvement.  In  applying  the  Act  it  is 
necessary  to  avoid  rashly  closing  houses  when  others  are 
not  to  be  obtained,  the  result  of  which  would  often  be  to 
throw  many  people  out  of  employment.  Your  Inspector 
has  served  40  statutory  notices  for  defective  sinks  and 
ashpits,  and  170  verbal  notices  for  other  nuisances. 

Butcher  Shops  and  Slaughter  Houses.— -There 
are  54  of  these ; they  have  been  regularly  visited  and  are 
generally  kept  in  a fair  condition.  No  case  of  diseased 
meat  has  come  under  my  notice  either  in  these  or  on  the 
stalls  where  meat  is  exposed  for  sale  in  the  markets  held 
at  Wingate. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  are  three  of 
these  at  Easington.  They  are  registered  and  regularly 
visited  by  your  Inspector,  who  sees  that  cleanliness  and 
regular  lime  washing  are  attended  to.  These  houses  are 
a likely  source  of  origin  of  infectious  disease,  but  none 
has  been  found  in  them  during  the  year. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — The  number  of  these  is 
52,  all  registered.  They  are  regularly  visited,  and  are 
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kept  in  conformity  with  your  bye-laws.  No  case  of 
infectious  disease  has  occurred  in  them  during  the  year. 

The  amount  of  sanitary  improvements  effected  during 
the  year  is  certainly  considerable,  and  the  result  of  this 
must  be  an  increase  of  comfort  and  healthiness.  Whether 
this  expected  result  has  been  verified  may  be  ascertained 
by  noting  the  death  rate,  which  is  not  only  below  the 
average  of  England  and  Wales  (19.2),  but  is  much  lower 
than  the  county  average  (20.0) ; and  this  we  have  in  the 
face  of  a birth  rate  much  above  the  average  of  England 
and  Wales  (30.8),  and  also  above  the  county  average 
(36.8),  as  the  natural  effect  of  a high  birth  rate  is  to  raise 
the  death  rate,  as  there  is  a larger  population  at  an  age 
most  liable  to  die.  The  most  pleasing  feature  is  the 
zymotic  rate,  which  is  below  the  average.  I think  we 
may  be  justified  in  saying  that  the  steady  decrease  of 
cases  of  enteric  fever  from  the  first  to  the  last  quarter  is 
evidence  that  greater  precautions  have  been  observed. 

The  lines  along  which  continued  improvement  may 
be  expected,  and  which  has  been  my  aim  in  the  past, 
are,  1,  To  secure  and  maintain  a plentiful  supply  of  whole- 
some water  ; 2,  Frequent  and  thorough  removal  of  ashpit 
and  privy  refuse  and  efficient  scavanging  ; 3,  Unobstruc- 
ted drainage,  or,  if  not  obtainable,  open  channeling ; 4, 
Cottage  sanitation,  particularly  with  reference  to  damp- 
ness. 

If  you  continue  to  assist  my  efforts  we  may  look 
forward  with  grateful  hope. 

The  death  rate  under  one  year  is  above  the  county 
rate  (170) ; it  is  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
(159),  but  not  proportionately  to  the  higher  birth  rate 
obtaining  in  the  district. 

The  England  and  Wales  and  county  rates  quoted 
above  are  the  latest  obtainable. 

The  district  has  been  kept  under  observation  by 
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systematic  visiting  by  your  Inspector  and  myself  in 
company,  besides  those  visits  necessitated  by  emergencies. 

For  the  correction  of  Table  A there  were  five  deaths 
in  the  Workhouse  of  persons  belonging  to  Dawdon,  and 
one  body  was  washed  ashore,  which  would  lower  the 
death  rate  to  18.49. 

I have  not  been  able  to  separate  the  ages  in  Table 
B,  as  these  were  not  always  furnished  me  by  the  notifiers. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  36,942  acres  and  the 
population  42,441.
